CHIEF DECLARES 
WAR ON GAMING, 
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Says Slot Machines Will Be 
Destroyed. 


BOOKMAKING. IS PREVALENT. 


SAYS STRIKE PREVENTS EFFEC- 
TIVE OPERATIONS BY POLICE. 


Promises That the Evil Will Be Rooted 
Out as Soon as He Can Employ 
His Force Against It. 


Chief of Police Campbell 6tated the 
Post-Dispatch Wednesday morning that 
the commencement of the street car 
strike gambling had gained a new foothoid 
in St. Louis. 

Hie has been informed, he savs, that a 
number of persons operating handbooks on 
the races had resumed operations and that 
slot machines were on the increase through- 
out the city. 

Vigorous steps, he declares, will be taken 
to suppress the vice, but he insists the po- 
idice department is powerless to proceed un- 
iil the strike is settled. 

“I am aware,” said Chief Campbell, ‘‘that 
from the time the police were assigned to 
. eit ty + , 
strike duty the gamblers began prepara- 
tions for a harvest. Practicallv had 
wiped the bookmakers out of existence, but 
now I[ understand there are not less than 
seven of them doing business. 

“The situation is not encouraging to us. 
The department is severely handicapped by 
the fact that nearly al] the men are pa- 
trolling the street car lines where trouble 
feared. They haven't time to watch 
gamblers and we are forced to wait until 
conditions brighten 

“But you may say that every slot machine 
in this city will be confiscated and the pro- 
prietor arrested and prosecuted. Not only 
that but I propose to destroy the machines 
and when their owners find they are los- 
ing $100 or so they will not be so apt to 
buy a new device. 

‘Heretofore we merely confiscated the 

machines and they were returned on condi- 
tion that they would not be used. This 
petty form of gambling is in my opinion 
the worst. Thousands of persons who fre- 
quent a saloon or store play the machines 
and nine times out of ten come away 
loser, The loss may not be great to the 
individual but figured in the aggregate it 
is no doubt enormous. The police depart- 
ment is vested with power to do away with 
these machines and the coming crusade will 
be effective in accomplishing that result. 
The law says there shall be no gambling 
and the police are here to enforce and will 
enforce that law.’ 

Novelties in the manufacture of slot ma- 
chines have been introduced in the last 
month. The new devices have been placed 
«chiefly in saloons. The amount usually re- 
quired for deposit is a nickel. Sums as 
high as $2 may be won, but the odds are 
not favorable to drawing out this amount 
many times. 

The police raided the slot machines in va- 
rious saioons six months ago. The owners 
were prosecuted in the police court. Fora 
time the chance devices were not in evi- 
dence. But recently they have sprung up 
like mushrooms and are now visible every- 

where. 

It is an easy matter,too,to secure a bet on 
the races. At all the old stands handbooks 
are running. A few years ago when the 
poolrooms were going in full blast the police 
raided them and confiscated the parapherna- 
lia which, by order of Judge Withrow, was 
destroyed. This put a damper on the 
bookies, and for a year St. Louis was singu- 
larly free from them. Gradually they 
started anew, and the police closed twenty- 
seven of them in one raid.

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M'CANN’S MARTYRDOM. 


Mr. John J. MeCann goes to the Workhouse because he will 
not pay for the rights which, he believes, are divinely granted 
to all men and which, he claims, are guaranteed by the con- 
stitution of his country. 

To tax the right to earn one’s bread is, on the face of it, in 
need of the most convincing justification. But to tax that 
right and at the same time let monopoly privilege go free is 
grotesque and immoral.

He refuses to 
submit to what he conceives to be an injustice and thereby 
become an accomplice in wrong. 

John J. McCann may be derided as a foollsh fellow, a 
crack-brained idealist without practical sense.

He is master of the culture of his own 
race and well versed in the civilization of the West. 

Mr. Wu does not represent the China of tradition. He Is 
liberal, progressive and open-minded. Cosmopolitan and culti- 
vated, he takes a broad view of public questions. But, of 
course, he is a patriotic Chinese and means to stand up 
for his own country. 

He knows the English language well, and is familiar with 
Western institutions. It is said that his knowledge of En- 
glish and American law is quite equal to that of many emil- 
Rent practitioners in this country and in England. 

Mr. Wu owes his appointment and promotion to Li Hung 
Chang, who early discovered his genius and brought him into 
the service of the State. 
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There is a great deal of windy talk In connection with the 
Chinese war. A ferocious Iowa Congressman wants to see 
the Yang-Tse-Kiang River dammed with Chinese bodies. The 
war will be made sufficiently horrible without the suggestions 
of such deadly patriots.

A MAN-MADE STATE CONSTITUTION. 
Ottumwa, Io, was offered a public Nbrary worth $50,000 by 


‘ Andrew Carnegie, provided the city should vote $5000 an- 


nual appropriation for its support. The measure carried, 


‘but @ minority of citizens who opposed it sued out an in- 


junction. A judge, male of course, decided that the women 
who voted for the library had no right to do so, as the 


_ State Constitution only provided for males voting. 


S80 much the worse for the Constitution. The ladies of 


Ottumwa cannot affprd to suffer this defeat. The women of 


America cannot rest under its stigma. That Constitution 
will have to be changed. It will be changed. 
The incident showed two things, namely, that women are 


in favor of enlightenment, and that man-made constitutions 
are antiquated and defective. Let the ladies hunt up the 
State constitutions and have them amended to suit them- 
selves. It has been found extremely difficult to change these 
instruments, but that is because the women made no effort 
to have them changed. 

These little checks will only hasten the woman's day. 
The more obstacles thrown in her path, the sooner and more 
certainly will she arrive. 

This will be the most serious war since the days of 
Napoleon, said a high army officer to the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch. “An order to go to China is 
equivalent to a death warrant.”” But nobody suggests a way 
out. We cannot go forward without danger of losing every 
soldier sent there. We cannot draw back without confessing 
cowardice, and what effect would such a confession have upon 
the Chinese? It would probably embolden them. The only 
course to pursue is to deal with each emergency as it arises 
and hope for the best. So far Mr. Hay’s course seems to be 
generally approved. 
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“CRIMINAL CARELESSNESS,” 


A Coroner’s Jury has found the motorman whose car ran 
over Baby McDermot guilty of criminal carelessness, because 
it is charged he did not ring his gong nor attempt to stop 
his car. 

If the facts were. as stated, the verdict was justified so far 
as it dealt with the motorman. 

But in every case where machinery or mechanically moved 
vehicles are run by an employe, the question of safety ap- 
pliances is involved. The fender on this car failed to work. 
Perhaps this motorman, being a comparatively new employe, 
expected that the fender would push the child off the track. 
He had no right to neglect all the usual precautions on that 
account; but on the other hand, he had a right to expect 
that the fender would prevent the child from being ground 
beneath the car. 

If the motorman is guilty of criminal carelessness, is not a 
street railway company that persists in using a worthless fen- 
der guilty of criminal negligence? The law wil] hold street 
railway employes to a strict account for not exercising suf- 
ficient care. but who will compel the street railway com- 
panies to adopt life-saving fenders? 
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The wind at Chicago on Monday carried a wooden side- 
walk 100 feet and dropped it upon three persons, one of 
whom was killed. There should never be wooden sidewalks in 
any city. When they are not otherwise troublesome they 
are crippling people and bringing, on sults for damages. 
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WILL EAT FISH FOR A MONTH. 


Trust conditions at Frazer River, B. C., have developed a 
peculiar and interesting situation. The fish canning com- 
panies have formed a trust and will not pay the fishermen 
living prices. The latter have agreed to eat fish for a month, 
s0 as to “bull’”’ the market and compel the trust to pay the 
fishermen’s price. Several hundreds of Japanese fishermen 
have united with the whites to fight the canning trust, prov- 
ing that the monopoly problem is not one of nationality. 

This is a very uncomfortable method of trying to put an 
end to trust dumination. Of all persons, the fisherman is the 
one who cares least for fish as a steady diet. He would pre- 
fer fiesh or fowl in every case where he can get it. And 
it is not a method that could be adopted in most cases. The 
tobacco grower cannot smoke all his own tobacco, nor the 
wheat grower consume all his wheat, nor the cattle raiser 
eat all his beef. Some other way will have to be found to 
fight the trusts. 

It is to be hoped that the fishermen will win their fight. 
If they do so it will be because the fisheries still afford a free 
opportunity to profit by the bounties of nature. 
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Happily all the Chinamen in the United States declare 
themselves to be from that part of China which is friendly 
to progress and Christianity. There is not an unfriendly 
Chinaman to be found in the United States. So we shall 
have no massacres to get even with the Boxers. 

If Li Hung Chang would stop telling what he is going to do 
and do it he would inspire more confidence. By the way, is the 
confusion in the Chinese news due to the presence of so many 
Lies among the Mandarins? They seem to be great liars.

LONDON, July 18—The Daily Mall's 
Shanghai correspondent says that Prince 
Ching and other friendly officials concocted 
a scheme to enable Sir Robert Hart, direc- 
tor of the imperial customs, to escape from 
Pekin.

Prince Tuan did not answer, whereupon 
Sir Robert again wrote, but Prince Tuan 
maintained silence. It is stated that the 
Europeans perished on the next night. 
The correspondent warns the public to dis- 
trust the denials of the massacre. 


Among the foreigners resident in Pekin 
few are more widely Known than Sir Rob- 
ert Hart, Englishman, chief of customs of 
China, who is said to be the most infiu- 
ential foreigner in that country. He tt 
was who succeeded in sending messages 
out of Pekin when other persons failed, 
and for some days his influence was counted 
upon to be effective with the rebellious 
horde. On his statements since the trouble 
began the British government depended 
largely for authentic information. 

In Pekin also is, or was, Dr. W. A. P. 
Martin, an American, who, going to China 
a3 & Missionary forty-five years ago, was 
appointed president to the Imperia!] Uni- 
—_ in China, which was established in 


Dr. Martin and Sir Robert Hart are 
friends for many years, and in his book, 
A Cycle m Cathay,’ which Dr. Martin 
published a couple of years ago, he gave 
pen pictures of Sir Robert which throw 
much light on one of the most interesting 
personalities of the times. That the ac- 
count may ultimately serve as an obituary 
written by a friend who may have perished 
at the same time, is not one of the least 
interesting points, 

According to Dr. Martin, Gir Robert's di- 
version has always been music, and he has 
a Chinese band which plays the newest 
European music. An Englishman who dined 
with him told of Sir Robert’s being at 
home every Wednesday afternoon in his 
house, which is surrounded by beautiful 
grounds. From 6 to 8 o'clock there are al- 
ways tennis and dancing on the lawns. 
The contrast from the dirt and squalor of 
Pekin makes this spot more than ever pic- 
turesque, and the place is always thronged. 

The Engli#iman was invited to dine with 
Sir Robert, and after all the other guests 
had left they spent an evening tete-a-tete 
in which much of the host's personality was 
told. After dinner they strolled up and 
down smoking in the garden, and the Eng- 
lishman remarked that life in Pekin would 
not be so unpleasant if every European had 
such a charming home. 

“It is indeed so pleasant a retreat,” Sir 
Robert said, ‘‘that I am seldom tempted to 
leave it. Moreover, my work occupies So 
much of my time that when I have finished 
of an evening I have little inclination to 
leave my cumpound and folks. So I live 
here almost like a hermit every day In the 
week except Wednesday. I have had only 
eighteen months’ holiday since I joined the 
Chinese customs service in 1859." 

One feature of the house the Englishman 
noticed was that it was lighted by gas. It 
was made on the premises, for Pekin de- 
pends upon ail.

Sir Robert is known by all who come in 
contact with him as a man who has tre- 
mendous capacity for work. Almost every 
day in the year when times are peaceful he 
is in his office from nine to five o'clock, the 
brief stop for luncheon and the siesta which 
he never allows (o be interfered with 
the only breaks. He has never 
self a vacation, and it is said o 
for many years he hak’ never set foot out- 
side of ePkin, not even to go to the hills, te 
which the foreign contingent always mie 
grates at one season of the year. Musie 
and literature are the two diversions of his 
existence. He works to the din of a b 
band, and when that has silenced he p 
the violin. It seems to soothe his nerves 
as nothing else could. 

The “I. G.” was the sobriquet by which Sir 
Robert was famiHarly known, which, being 
transiated, means inspector-general. The 
Chinese customs are said to be unlike an 
others in the world, and as head of it Sir 
Roberts ts a law unto himself. He accepts 
nominations from foreign ministers, but has 
allowed no dictation or interference, and in- 
sists upon accepting or rejecting candidates 
as he thinks best, regardless of who might 
recommend them. The serviice is made wu 
of sons of diplomatic ministers of practicall 
all the countries in the world, and ma 
sons of missionaries, which latter, havin 
been born in China, have the advantage 
knowing the Chinese language. “I take 
pleasure,” said the “I. G.,” “in favoring the 
sone of missionaries.’’ 


As a host Sir Robert's guests declare he is 
unequaled. When a guest comes tnto the 
house Sir Robert says to him, “Your eariy 
tea will be brought to you when you ring 
your bell. Please ring it only once, holdt 
the button pressed while you can coun 
three. Then, will it be convenient to you toe 
tiffin at twelve sharp? Because, it no 
I will tiffin myself at twelve sharp a 
order your tiffin to be served at any hour 
you like. I ride from three to five: there 
ls always a mount for you if you wish it.

He is punctuality itself. The guests simply 
set their watches by his various movements 
about the house. 

Sir Robert ts of medium height and sligh 
build, rather bald, with a kind, thoughtfu 
and humorous face. His voice ts low 
his manner shy and punctilious. He is @ 
most entertaining man, and has an endless 
fund of good stories, In any joke he ts al- 
wave prime mover. He is devoted to chil- 

ren. 

To the Yamen Sir Robert is offictally re- 
sponsible and submits full reports, but that 
august body has such confidence tn him that 
his authority in his own domain ts never 
questioned nor are any of his acts ever 
altered. 

He made a fine record tn stopping the 
smuggling of opium into Canton from long 
Kong. It was the more difficult because 
high officials reaped the benefit of evading 
the law. Nevertheless, after a few months 
it entirely ceased. To him will always be- 
long the honor of having brought the cus- 
toms service into greatness. When he went 
into it receipts were small and it had no tne 
fluence. Its revenue now to the Chinese 
government is enormous.

was unnecessary, and that the islands 
would be more peaceful without them. 

The subjects of Sulu, taking their cue 
from their ruler, looked upon the Ameri- 
can soldiers as intruders. 

One day four of the major’s soldiers went 
twenty miles into the country and were 
bathing in a stream when three of them 
wre set upon and murdered by natives. 
The fourth escaped naked and made 
way, after many hardships, to Jolo. 

The comrades of the murdered men 
highly incensed and immediately 
upon an expedition for the capture of the 
murderers. Information by natives led to 
the arrest of ten men and their guilt 
established. They were put to work on the 
roads; but they satenel and at the first 
opportunity attempted to escape. Their 
guards shot them all dead.

Every 
wean at this hotel dmnks a 
wine a day, and many & quart and 
inis every day. The wcerkingmen do 

rink and eat. 
OY erhey begin to work at 6—early enougn. 
At 7:30 they stop for lunch, which consists 
of a piece of bread and a pint bottie o 
wine. At 10 there is another lunch of the 
sume kind. From 12 to 1:30 they have their 
dejuener which they take in a restaurunt 
and is quite an affair. At 3:30 there is 
another intermission and more wine. At 
6 they retire to the restaurant and drink 
absinihe or eau de vie until they ar rr ar 
ing drunk. ‘The vast majority of the day 
laborers of Paris eat and drink al] they 
earn. They never get married and have as 
a wardrobe nothing beyond a trousers and 
a shirt. They are ten times more degraded 
than the worst class of ou! railroad and 
public works laborers. Not only is drunken- 
ness everywhere in Paris, but crimes of the 
most shocking description resulting from 
drunkenness are of nightiy occurrence— 
murders where helpless women and inno- 
cent wayfarers are the victims. Over here 
they do not confound drunkenness with 
stimulation; but it is hard to trace the line. 
This will explain the fact that a great many

PROF. SEYMOUR’ EXPLAINS. 


Denies That There Is Friction Over 
Failure of the Band to Accompany 
the Regiment to Springfield. 


The failure of the First Regiment Band to 
appear with the First Regiment at the an- 
nual state encampment ‘In Springfield, Mo., 
has aroused a deal of comment in military 
circles. It was stated at Springfleld that 
the officers of the regiment were displeased 
with the action-of the musicians and it was 
hinted that the members would be called to 
account. 

Prof. Charles G. Seymour, who Is 
head of the band organization of the 
Regiment, stated to the Post-Dispatch Tues- 
day that Col. Sinclair and the other officers 
of the First Regiment were fully aware ot 
the reasons that led the band not to fur- 
nish music at Springfield. 

‘‘As members of the Musicians’ Mutual 
Benefit Association,” said Bandmagster 
Seymour, ‘‘we are not allowed to play with- 
aut compensation. It was because the state 
had provided no money for our services 
that we did not accompany the regiment. 

“When the reorganization of the First 
Regiment took place a yvear ago I accepted 
the leadership of the band with the distinct 
understanding that our serves would be 
paid foc in accordance with the scale made 
by the musicians’ organization with which 
all of the members are identified. 

“About two months ago I spoke to Col. 
Sinclair about the band going ta Springfield 
and he wrote to Adjutant Bell for funds. 
The request was denied and it was then 
agreed that we would not go with the reg- 
iment. There was no friction of any kind 
at that time nor Is there any now.”
